takes office, notes one of his advisers.-

Canadian control of a "significant 
number" of the larwr oll and gas " 
firms, and the Canadian gov- 
ernment's retention of a 25 percent 
Interest in federal Canadian lands.

10 foreign-owned companies in IS79." 
Lalonde lold a seminar on Canada's 
energy wealth qwnsored by the Fi- 
nandal Post and Air Canada. 

The energy minister said tliat In 
Canada 72 percent of oil and natural ■ 



gas revenues went lo foreign- 
controlled companies last year. 

"Do you supjwse that a party pro- 
posing to reduce foreign control to 50 
percent within 10 .year? would be 
regarded as anything but cautious to a 
fault?" he asked. 

He emphasized that the new energy 
program Is aimed at encouraging 
private investment by Canadians In 
the oil and gas Industry. 

"Let nw repeat." Lalonde said, 
"the public sector rate hi the Canadi- 
anizatton initiative will not 
overwhelm (he private sector. There 
will be no government monopoly." 

He said the government's 25 percent 
Interest in Canada lands has troubled 
some members of the Investment 
community. Under this provision, the 
Canadian government will exercise 
this stake at any time prior to the 
authorization of a production system 
for a partlcularoll or gas field. 

Under the new energy plan the

Israel fights 130% inflation 



JERUSALEM (UPl) - Anywhere 
In the world, an annual innatlon rate 
of 130 percent would be catastrophic 
but not so in Israel. 

Deplte the oulciy over the economy 
that prompted three no-confidence 
mothms which Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin narrowly survived 
Wednesday, Israelis are comfortably 
cushioned from spiralling price rises 
by an Intricate system of compensa- 
tions that shore up everything from 
salaries to welfare checks.

Inflation," said Bank of Israel 
Rwkesman Israel Igra/'Each month, 
(ney cry when InOallon figures arc 
-announced. But in (he qid. (hey all 
manage somehow." 

Last week, there was a general 
shriek. The consumer price Index 
figures for Ocloberwere announced 
— a whmiing II percail — the 
hl^iest mwnthly Jump in three years. 

Taken over a year. Uie October 
figures come to 250 nercent Inflation a 
vear. But Inflation for 1980 will probe- 
bly total only 130 percent. 

Under past Laborted administra- 
tions. Inflation hovered around an 
annual SO percent. 



Although the benefits allow Israelis 
to manage. Inflation is slowly starting 
lo hit home. Real wages are falling 
this year and government-controlled 
staples and services such as milk, 
bread, chicken, electricity and public 
transport have gone up relatively 
more than other items because the 
government drastically cuts sub^ 
sidles. 

But. on an average salary of $500 a 
month. Israelis seem to be living 
fairly well decile the price hikes. 

"No one here goes hunoy/'^ld 
one government offlctal. It may be 
harder lo buy a color television set 
this year, but no one is slarvlng." 

Defense spending wiilcb gobbia up 
about a third of Israel's gross national 

{iroduct. is often blamed for the na- 
Ion's ever-increasing foreign debt 
and fo Increased government outlays 
whldi beat up the economy. 

But paraooxlcally. Israel's peace 
treaty with Egypt has also contrib- 
uted heavily to the surge In Inllation. 
Under (he pact, Israel handed back lo 
Egypt the Alma oil fields on the Gulf 
ofSiez resulting tn .a $1 billion In- 
crease In Israel's oil Imports bill to 
S2.4 billion. 



New alrtjases now under construc- 
tion In the Negev desert to com- 
pensate for those oelng handed over to 
Egypt with the last slice of the Slna1 
Penfsula In 1982. both increase the 
strain cn the budget and fuel gov- 
ernment spending. -■ 

As for how Israelis beat inflation, 
some of the methods are;

Hie 
Incentive is so good that savings In 
Israel come lo about 25 per cent of 
lake-home salaries 'deqilte*.' price 
rises. The eovemment sells fully 
linked bonds to the people. 

•Social welfare payments are iq>- 
dated monthly as inflation goes up.

"In a sense, we cannot have full 
recovery until mortgflft interest 
rates, and long-term Interest rates 
generally, come down substantially," 
he said in a recent forecast. 

This Is their hope. But ahead lies a 
Dew surge of Inflation that will rattle 
Ihe Reagan administration. 
Economists are predicting an in- 
crease of some 13 percent In food 
prices next year; gasoline and other 
petroleum prices could Increase by IS 
percent or more In the aftermath of 
the Iran-Iraq war, and pay is 
expected lo rise by awut lo percent. 

iTie Reagan economic Arattgy has 
no Immediate 'answer lo these price 
pressures, concedes Kemp. Reagan 
has vowed to remove Ihe remaining 

Erice controls on VS. energy sources 
I stimulate more production, but the 
payoffs will be years away. Mean- 
time, decontrol will Increase energy 
prlcesbere. 



There will be no allempt by the 
Reagan admlntstratlon (o pressure 
-Gonqtanles and workers into llmlllng 
themselves to "acceplaWe" price and 
pay increases spelled out by the 
government, advisers predict. That 
approach is "as extinct as ihe dodo 
bird," says Reagan adviser Paul 
McCracken, former CEA chairman 
under President Nixon. 

The outlook for next vear. then, is 
for continuing hl^-levef inflation and 
a slow recovery. TTre Federal Reserve 
Board Is convincing even its critics 
that it means to slow the growth of the 
money supply lo fight innatlon. 
Reagan ana his economic advisers, of 
course, have been crying "Rt^it on! " 

Mtllkms of workers will remain out 
of wortt during the next two years, and 
this slack in the economy will be the 
underlying anCi-lnftallon program of 
the coming administration. 

Kemp and other Reagan supporters 
have great confidence In Reagan's 
ability (o sell his program to (he 
public. ITiat abllUy wilt be (ested 
when Reagan deals with (he federal 



budget deficit. 

Reagan advisers have singled out 
the rapid growth In federal spending 
last summer as a severe inflallonary 
prT*lem, because il increases ihe 
budget deficit— the difference be- 
tween what the government spends 
and v4iat it collects in revenues — and 
thus leads the eovnnment to borrow 
more heavily. The crtltcism does not 
extend to the defense budget, which 
the new administration Is pledged to 
increase. 

And the Reagan advisers suddenly 
.stop complaining about the budgn 
deficit when they discuss their plans 
for a 10 pei:cen( cut on individual (ax 
rates in eadi of the next three years, 
plus substandal cuts in business (ax- 
es. 

These tax cuts will make the deficit 
worse by reducing revenues, at least 
over the next several years, ItReagan 
is right, and his tax cuts speed up 
Investment and productive economic 
growth, (he benefits will still show up 
oidy gradually. ■. 

Reagan isn't the first Incoming 



president to promise to cut taxes 
while bnnging the budget into balance 
by_cncouraging.lhe. growth of the 
economy. That. too. was Jimmy 
Carter's promise. 

Reagan says he'll do II differently 
and succeed where Carter failed, but 
he won't even have a full four-year 
term to do It, Kemp and other 
advisers concede. If positive results 
aren't apparent by (he 1982 congres- 
sional elections, the opportunity 
Reagan and the Republicans woo this 
month probably will have been lost, 
they say.

PrqpositionlS's bite hits California 



RENO, Nev. (tIPI) - A motonst 
drove her car onto a sidewalk m the 
heart of Reno's crowded Rambhng 
casinos Thursday, bowling over pe- 
destrians. klHmg five and injuring 27 
others, three cnlically. 

"Ttie victims looked like mannt- 
quins," a witness said of the dying and 
inlured. 

Shocked pedestrians ran for Iheir 
lives and took refuge In the clubs and 
-behlndparkedcars. 

Police Capt. Donald McKiIlip iden- 
tified the motonst as Priscilla Ford. 
51, of Reno. He said she was booked on 
an open charge of murder. One police 
official said she made o voluntary 
statement, but he declined lo give 
details. 

McKllIlp said he could Rive no 
explanation for the woman's 
behavior, but he said she apparently 
tried lo hit pedestriafis. — _ 

"There were indications she had 
been drinking, but we are still waiting 
for test results," he said. 

The S-fool-3. 110-pound Mrs. Ford 
was taken lo the Washoe Medical 
Center tor the tests, he said, but she 
herself did not suffer any tnlunes. She 
muttered vulgantles as police 
escorted her into headquarters aHer 
her hospital examination. 



"She drove along the stdwalk at a 
high rate of aieed despite the tact that 
mjured people were covenng the hood 
and windshield of her vehicle as she 
hit them," Police U. Dick Kirkland 
said. 

Police estimated there were 1,000 
bwple on the streets around ttw scene 
of the Incident. 

Police said Mrs, Ford drove north ^ 
on Vlrgina Street for a block and a 
half and came to a stop at an in- , 
tersectton crowded with cars. Thev V 
said she started at the CalNeva Oub 
and drove past Harrahs and Harold's 
Qub, as well as several smaller 
casinos. 

Her Lincoln Continental struck sev- 
eral parked cars, witnesses said.

Callfornta Is about to suffer the 
fumgover from Its 1978 tax-cutting 
binge, according lo' economic experts 
who warn thai the stale no longer can 
rely on a budget surplus to ease the 
tmpactofPnnoslllonlS. 

'The cooue Jars are empty 
statewide and kxally," said Richard 
Simpson, executive vice president of 
the California Taxpayers' assocla- 
tkm, who predicted that the next stale 
bodget would be planned in. an at'. 
mo^hac In which "nothing must go 
uoquestloned." 

And Olfford Allenby, program 
-budget-raanagsT for the state-de- 
partment of finance, acknowledged 
the accuracy of predictions thai 
without the comfortable cushion of a 
multl4]|llhHHUIar budget surplus. 
California could find itself facing its 
first budget crisis In years. 

"I donH want lo sound trite, but the 
stale nily now Is going to find out that 



after all there is no free lunch. Ad- 
justments must be made and gov- 
enunent services must be brought 
Info line wilh revenues," said the 
economist in an interview. 

Iliefe was a hint of bitter economic 
arguments to come In a recent pro- 
posal lo raise the state tax on fuel 
from 7 cents a gallon to 8 percent of 
the price per gallon. That, for a 
motorist usfngSO gallons of gasoline a 
month at S1.S a gallm, would mean 
an Increase of $28.80 annually. Even 
more unpopular in aulomobtifrfuled 
California would be a recommenda- 
tion that driver's license fees soar 
from the current ^o J!

According to Allenby, the "basic 
needs" of the state next year will 
require about SI billion more than In 
the current budget of $24 billion. 

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.. In 
proposing the budget last January, 
warned that It "marked the end of the 
era of large state surpluses." By the 



end of the 1981 fiscal year, he noted, 
Ihe stale surplus, which was more 
than $S billion before FrxKWsltlon 13 
cut property taxes, would 6e reduced 
tosm million, a result of the massive 
state ball-out of Ixal governments 
stripped of revenues by the lax revolt 
thai began here In 1978. 

That grassroots tax rebellion 
^read from coast lo coast and was 
reflected in the recent election in 
Massachusetls- where voters 
approved a referendum slashing 
■ property taxes as well as the stale 
automobile excise tax. 

Massachusetts has no major slate 
budget surplus, and after three years 
of coping with local government needs 
and the inroads of inflation, neither 
does California. According to Allenby. 
only a $1 million surplus and a 1620 
minion emergency reserve set up by 
the state legislalure last year will be 
available for the financial problems of 
1981. 



The California constitution docs not 
permit a deficit budget, so In order lo 
avoid one, the state department of 
finance estimated that as much as 
Sl.S billion might have lo be cut from 
Ihe usual state budget growth next 
year. 

11 would seem that the big losers In 
a California budget crunch will be 
stale workers, who could look forward 
to sharply reduced salary 
increases— If any are available at all: 
state health and welfare recipients, 
whose cost of living increases could 
disairoear, arid those local communi- 
ties that have clung lo state aid since 
Proposition 13 stripped them of their 
property tax revenues. 

The enactment of thai measure cut 
local government revenues by J7 
billion in 1973-79 and forced the state 
legislature and Gov. Brown to put 
together a rescue package of more 
than $4 billion which went a long way 
toward gobbling up budget surpluses.

Percy, an Illinois Republican who 
will become the chairman of the 
Senate Forelra Rdatkms Committee 
when Ronald KeauQ becomes presi- 
dent, said be also diallenged Manhal 
Dmitry tlstlnov to JustlN the Sovld 
military buildup and told nlm It would 
be a mistake to bdleve the Soviets 
could survive or win a nudear war. 

Pern's blunt comments to Ustinov 
and Nikolai Ogarkov, the first deputy 
defense mlntaer, came In a three- 
hour meeting. 

Percy refused to dlsdose anything 
that Ustinov tdd him, saying he would 
first report . to Reagan and . his 
advisers. 

He did say, however, that be made 
dear to the Soviets that Reamn's 
dectlon Indicated a basic ^Ift In 
attitude among the American people. 

"I eiqilalned that the United States 
must and will Increase Its defense 
spending substantially tn order to 
avert falling Into any Inferior position 
by the mld-iseos, and that the United 
States, by Its mandate to Governor 
Reagan, tias shown that It Is fully 
prepared to support- whatever 
measures are necessary to this Old." 

"I think If It appeared as though the 
vital natlond security Interests of the 
United States were threatened. It 
could take any form," Percy said. 

"One that (hey absolutdy denied Is 
any Intention to go through 
Af^unlstan 300 miles through 
Baludilstan to the Persian Gulf, en- 
dangering the oil supply. An Inter- 
nipuoti In the oil flow could bring 



Europe and Japan to their economic 
knees and could greatly endaneer the 
United States andtbe tree worid.

Militants give up hostages 



By United Press Intemadonal 

A btgh-ranlclng Iranian oiriclal said Thursday Uie 52 
Amerlcaa hostages had been turned over to the 
Iranian government and that the militants who seized 
tbem 390 dap ago had left the U.S. Embassy. 

The officia], a top member of the govemmenl, 
asked not to be Identified by name and refused to 
disclose the location of the hostages, who were 
spending their second Thanksgiving Day In captivity. 

However, he said police ana revolutionary guards' 
bad taken actual custody of both the hostages and the 
lf.S. Embassy In Tehran, \rtilch he said had been 
turned into a gathering place for anti-American 
rallies and demonstrations. 

"Most demonstrations are now held inside the 
embassy compound and the security of the place is in 
the hands of police and revolutionary guarm, not uie ■ 
studenl5,"theofficlaIsald. 

Asked about the hostages, he said, "They too are no 
longer In the handsof the students." 

Asked where the hostages were being detained, he 
replied, "Wheretheyarekeptlsasecret." 

Asked If the militants were stltl tn the embassy, be 
said, "No. ihpvhaveall left."

1979, dalroed to have scattered the hostages to 
different dtles Itf-forestall another rescue bid.

Several weeks ago, the mililants said liwy were 
going off to fight Iraq and M-ouId hand over the 
hostages to the government. But the transfer was 
delayed as the Iranian parltartenl awalled the II.S. 
re^ottse to Its four demands for treeing the captives.

Rains hit 200,000 left homeless by quake 



NAPLES, Italy (irpl) - Torrential rains swepl 
earthquake-ravaged southern Ilaly Thursday, de- 
laying relief efrorts and Intenstfylne the misery or 
more than 200,000 drenched and homcTess refugees.

TWIN FALLS - Last Friday, M persons died 
tod n»re than 500 were injured when the MGM 
Grand Hold exploded tnto names. 

Such devastating fires are rare, but they do 
occur. 

And accordlns to two Idaho fire prevention 
espcrts, they could happen here. 

Jade Rayne, a plans examiner with the 
building tnspectlffii division of the Idaho De- 
partment of Labor and Industrial Services, this 
week pointed out Idaho has only limited 
■tatewlde enforcement ol fire prevention stan- 
dards. 

"Idaho has been falriy conservative in lis 
codes and regulations," Rayne said. The result 
has been that, except for stale laws refiulaiind 



-electrkaJ-wiringr-plumbin^nd-a-ltt 
limited areas, "cities and counties are basically 
or their own jurisdiction, The stale of Idaho has 
no code enforcemenl over them, no city and 
county Jurlsdlctkm. T^ey can do as they please." 

A local govemmenl can voluntanfy request 
inspections for fire safety, but Ihe stale ts limited 
In what action It can lake on Its own. Rayne said. 

Idaho Is one of the few slates with no ma]or 
stale regulaloiy process to enforce life-safety 
and fire prevention regulations. Rayne added. 

■niat means local governments can adopt 
codes as tough — or as weak - as they want. 

Most of Idaho's larger cities and counties have 
vduntarlly adopted the uniform building code. 
Rayne said. That code is a nationally recoenlied 
set of standards covering everything from Build- 
ing structural requirements to We safely pro- 
visions such as exits, spnnklers and smoke 
detectors. 



-But acceptance~Dr~lhe~t6dc ■ is far from 
uniform. Among the counties lhat have not 
adcpled either the uniform code, or any ilmllar 
fire prevention standard, ts Custer County. That 
county, now anticipating a building boom as a 
result of Increasing mining activity. Is consid- 
ering adoption of the uniform code. 

But unless some standards are established, "if 
they wanted to cut comers, they could," Rayne 
said. Should a fire occur In a city or county 
without fire prevention codes, the local gov- 
ernment could be liable In a court action, he 
added. 

"Our agency would like to have a better 
communication with the cities and counties to 
have a more uniform enforcemenl of these 
codes." Bayne said. "But we don't have any 
authority from the legislature to do that. This Is 
a problem lhat exists everywhere In the country.

TWIN FALLS - A Twin Falls man 
will «> before a recmlly appolnled 
board of appeals next week to contest 
ljulMIng code reoulrements which 
county officials say he has violated. 

"nie fivfrmember board will meet 
Dec. 4 to consider a request from Phil 
Auth of Twin Falls that he be allowed 
a variance from the county's bulldlns 
code. The boaid was established at 
Aulh's request. 

TI]e appeals hearing Is set to begin 
at noon at Morgan's Restaurant andls 
open to the public. 

All five members, appointed by the 
Twin Falls County Commission, have 
some experience In home construe, 
tlon or as private contractors. Com- 
mission Chairman Mert Leonaid said. 

TTiough the hearing Is open to the 
public, county officials declined to 
[dentlly the board members, howev- 
er, saying they did not want to subject 
the board members to advance 
puhllelty. 

County Zoning Administrator Ed 
Woods said he did not think It proper 
'to rt;Iease the-names of-the 'board 
members In advance of the hearing. 

County Prosecutor Jeff Stoker said 
he was unsure whether that Informa- 
tion is public record. 

"All It does Is put pressure on them 
(the Ixiard members) and I don't 
think that's fair," he said. 

The county has asked the Sth Dis- 
trict Court to enjoin Auth from resid- 
ing at his home, located six miles' 
southwest of Twin Fails, and that he 
and his family be prohibited from 
finishing the building. 

In a court hearing earlier this 
month, Auth noted he was entitled to 



appear before a board of appeals 
prior to going to court. Fifth District 
Judge Theron Ward agreed. 

TtK county charges Auth knowingly 
and dellberalely violated require, 
menis of the tlniform Building Code 
which the county follows, citing 13 
areas of construction that did not 
meet code. 

Auth contends the building, ll- 
Ihou^ unorthodox. Is structurally 
soLoid. He adds he doesn't believe the 
county should have the right to dictate ' 
how He builds his own home. He also 
has resisted efforts of county officials . 
to Inspect the structure. 

"I hope to convince whoever makes 
up the board that my right to building 
this house the way rve built it is in Ihe 
best Interests of society," Auth said. 

He said he has hired an engineer to 
review the construction of the house 
and plans to submlt:evldence to the 
appeals board that certifies his house 
as safe. 

Auth said he will ask for a variance 
from code requirements in the height 
and steepness of two stairwells in Ihe 
building. He said to bring those to 
code would require significant strut 
lural dianges in hishouse. 

County Zoning Administrator Ed 
Woods said Auth will be required to 
demonstrate compliance with the 
code either through modifying hii 
construction, submitting an 
engineer's assessment stating the 
buldlng meets code or by receiving a 
variance from the appeals board. 

Whatever the appeal outcome, the 
case Is likely to end up in Ward's 
courtroom again. Woods said, 
because Auth has refused to allow 
county buUdlKg Inspectors In his 
home. 

"I'll accept whatever the Judge 
sa^," Woods said.

Two affidavits submitted in court Wednesday say 
Mrs. Bowles did not participate in a computer 
orientation program at Klona-Benton Higli School.

Williams sped 9S yards for a score 
with the overtime kickoff Thursday to 
cap a three-touchdown comeback and 
give the Bears a stunning 23-17 victory 
over the Detroit Uons in the shortest 
NFL overtime game ever played.

Olsen Is one of a handful of people who attempt to determine the 
dtrectkn of people's lives through ancient, though u^roven, 
ineUwds In Twin Falls. 

Among the better known Is Annie Martinez, a palmist who 
operates her business from her home on Addison Avenue Eiis\, 
Bfortlnei was unavailable for comment during the preparation ol 
this article. 



-For Olsen, fortune telling remains a hobby. A housewife, sIh; 
usually limits ber readings to the fortuites of friends apd family and 
- ber style reflects that approach. Working at her home, she does not 
: uUltie the oft-thought of trapping of the occult such as a cryslll ball 
and bead scarves. She uses only a cardboard table on which he two 
boDlcB,adcckofcarTl3andBnoutllneorberpresentatlon. ' 

- Moreover, she Initially points out, the reading of cards, or 
cartomancy, Is a ceoturteMid nsteni, passed down inun generation 
togeoHitton.

series of boxes, called houses, on the table. 

According to the theory, the subject's physic energy detfcrmlnes 
where the cards fait. 

Olsen determines what each card means as placed «i the table, 
quoting meanings from a bocA of definitions. 

Olsen also relies on numbers to determine how many previous 
lives the Inquirer has lived. Olsen cites passages (nun her reodliig 
material whldi state thai eadi Individual lives nine times, galnli^ 
more knowledge from eadi life., 

"You must remember all fortune tdlers have their systems. They 
althavethelrmeanlngs,"d)e8ald. 

As such, the process rdles on a partnership between hersdf and 
the Inquirer, she said. 

"It's vDur fortune. You're picking the cards. It's putting the 
reaxmslblllty on you because you're doing the choosing,' she said. 
"Il'sdearcut lliey can't say wudreamedll up." 

But many of the card meanings are so general In nature that they 
could ai^ly to anyone. The mane of a fortune Idler li the ^lllty to 
perceive a pattern and to make the card meanings rdevent to the 
individual, she said. 

"I think It does take a little Intuition because you can see a pattern 
developing," she satd. "You want to be In tune with the person. You 
have to have the sympathy." 

The meanings of the cards are not fixed, however. They merely 
point to the direction of the Inquirer's life and arc subject to ctiange. 
Olsen said.
